A city-vide conference of Khabarovek 1ntewlligmtsia was held recently
to d1sones the drive against cosmopolitanism, The critic Aluf was censured
for hia erroneous reviews of literature of the Far East. The newspaper
Birctidzhanskays zvezds, published in the Jewish Autonomcus Oblast, has carried
several articlss by local authors who have shown cuemcpulitan and nationalistic
tendencies. BSuch arrars are particularly svident in articles by Rabinkov,
who tri’s to separate the creative power and davelopment of Jewish writers
from the faveorable influense of Russian classical and Soviet 1literature.
He ia a follower and admirer of the Jewish writer Der-Nister, a bourgeois,
nationalistic cosmopolitan. Nationalistic temdencies have also been noted
in critical reviews, published in the newspapers Birobidzhansiayas zvezda and
Birchidshaner Stern, by Miller, Slutékiy, Pobrushin, and Shimenkc. ?. Idcv,
Journalist with the nswepaper Tikbookeunskaya :vezda, #zs oriticized for hie
favorable review of the operetta Prigtseesa d-ilaroy (Tko Dollar Princess)
ard his uafsvorudle review of the piay Zakon chesti (lav of Homor).

VPar Eastern artists Shkradb ard Tsimerinov vere criticized far aesthoticisn
in their art work. Shebertsov, director of the Kray Adminisication of JMotiom
Picture Distribution, and Maiev, director of "Glavkinoprokat" (Main Administration
of Motion Pictare Releases), were oriticized for permitting showings of forsign
f£4ins. Candidate in Philological Scientes Dombrovekiy, bead of the chair ar
literature at the Khabarovsk Pedagogical Institute, and Candidate in Philosophical
Scicrices Yisher, head of the chai: of Marxism-Leniniem at the Institute, have
been guilty of idsclogical errors in their teaching. Professcrs and students of
the Khabarovek Medical Institute have been guilty uf adbering to foreign ideas
and of ideological deviations. ‘

Among those who adnitted their errors at the conference were Syrtsov,
director of the pedagogical institute; Rogel', responsible secretary of ths
Zhabarovek division of the Union of Soviet Writers; Il'inskiy, responsihle
editor of Tikhookeanskava 7vezds, and Dombrovek’~ -~nd Fisher. Critic Aluf's
speech did not satisfy the comference and iadicated that he did not realize the
sericusnecs of the errors with which he is charged.
